Attached,  please  find  a copy  of  the  crime  update  for  the  week  ending  10/8/16  for  LAPD  Basic  Car  Area  3A19.  This  reporting  area  includes  North 
University  Park,  El  Salvador  Community  Corridor,  and  adjacent  communities. 

In  the  past  week,  we  had  a significant  increase  in  violent  crime,  however  of  the  ten  incidents,  five  have  resulted  in  an  arrest.  Additionally,  detectives  are 
working  on  leads  provided  to  them  for  the  three  October  2nd  robberies. 

Of  the  six  bicycles  stolen,  three  of  them  were  Fixie  Bikes  and  all  three  were  located  to  the  rear  of  a residence  with  some  type  of  locking  device  in  use.
